(Original) The method of claim 14 wherein receiving the first customer request 
comprises receiving a request for product information associated with a product for sale, 
including price, location, or description information.

receiving the second customer request including a purchase request associated with 
financial transaction information; and 

completing a sale of the product, based on the financial transaction information.
